consent decree .was modified todaj 
to allow the four leading groups o: 
packers to handle vegetables, fruits 
milk, coffee, teas, cereals and a num 
her of other products up to the doors 
of retail -grocery stores. 


They were not allowed, however 


under the decision of Justice Jen 
nings Bailey in the District of Col 
umbia Supreme court, to engage in 
the retailing "of meats or other pro 
duets. 


These were the high points in Jus- 


tice Bailey's ruling in a case which 
has been in the courts in one form or 
another, almost since the decree was 
entered into between the 
packers 


and the government in Februarj 
1920. 


Justice Bailey 'held there was no

The appellate court thus took a 


contrary view to that in Newark, N. 
J., recently by Federal Judge Wil- 
liam Clark, who held the eighteenth 
amendment was illegally adopted. 


The decision declared that the su"-' 


I>reme court 
already had decided 


that "the amendment, had- been law- 
fully proposed and ratified, and had 
become a part of the ' constitution 
and must be respected and given ef- 
fect the'same as the other provisions 
of that instrument." 


The opinion of the court, written 


ay Judge Man ton, said in part: 


"It is argued that after 
ratifica- 


tion of the tenth amendment :.o 
amendment giving- the national gov- 
ernment additional power over the 
people of their rights can bs adopted 
save by the people in convention. 
The 
eighteenth amendment 
was 


adopted by.the legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states. 


"The - fifth article of the constitu- 


ion contemplates by its phrase, two 
modes of ratification, (1) by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the sev- 
eral states, and (2) by conventions 
n three-fourths thereof, as the one 
or other mode of ratification may be 
proposed by the congress. But it is 
argued that congress never selected 
he one appropriate to the nature of 
he amendment promulgated by it,

food, scores of Indian families are 
facing the prospect of starving and 
freezing.

Many small -boys and 
girls are without shoes and stock- 
ings and must'remain indoors con- 
tinually.

There are too 
many teaching training: institutions, 
a lack of a statewide "forward look- 
ins plan," much duplication, jealousy 
friction and waste and no single of- 
ficial or bcdy accountable for pres- 
ent results, the committee said, Ru- 
ral schools are obtaining teachers of 
Inferior training, the committee said. 
' At present there are 59 institu- 
tions engaged in training teachers, 
the committee reported. Of them 
nine are teachers colleges, 30 are 
county normals, and 18 are high 
schools. In additions Stout Institute 
and the school of education at the 
University of Wisconsin are also 
charged with turning out pedagogues 
, the committee said.

Today marks the exit of Walter 


Kohler as governor of Wisconsin, with 
a record of high public service probably 
second to none of all those who have 
striven from that chair for legislation, 
just and fair, to benefit our three mil- 
lions of people. 


The achievements of his administra- 


tion are outstanding if judged alone 
by the mere two years alloted as a term 
of office, but they become the more 
pronounced when observation is made 
of the care with which the helping 
ttand was extended to each section of 
the population in turn.

nor-elect, Mr. La Follette, has been 
holding public meetings beginning six 
weeks before he took the oath of of- 
fice, and concerning the many and var- 
ious departments under state control, 
threshing out with the department 
heads their needs, discussing and ana- 
lyzing their problems for the next two 
years.

In the fight against tuber- 
culosis necessitating the killing of cows 
snowing a tubercular reaction the Koh- 
ler measure has made the price pay- 
able §35.00 for unregistered animals 
instead of $20.00 and §70.00 for reg- 
istered animals instead of $45.00. 


In the realm of labor, Mr. Kohler oc- 


cupies the distinction of being the first 
governor of any state in the country to 
sign a law prohibiting "yellow dog" 
contracts, whereby unfair employers 
sought to chain their employees to an 
agreement forbidding labor union or- 
ganizations. There also are the laws 
authorizing labor uniojis to arrange 
for group insurance and compelling 
Jhe maintenance of full crews on loco- 
motives running on main lines. As 
time passes tinder our feet, and it al- 
ways takes time to prove the worth of 
a man, the far-reaching benefits of 
•these enactments will become evident. 


The people also have to thank Mr. 


Kohler for legislation permitting old 
age pensions upon a majority instead 
of the two-thirds vote; the children's 
code dealing with the pjoblem. not on- 
ly of dependents, but of defective 
youngsters; the business-like creation 
of a state investment board to care for 
the vast trust funds of the state which 
may telp to restore confidence in the 
people in municipally directed projects.

ENDOWMENTS 


Julius Roscnwald has been doing a 


good work in' the publication of arti- 
cles in magazines and the distribution 
of pamphlets protesting against many 
of the conditions that are attached to 
the expenditures of great sums of mon- 
ey left for philanthropic purposes. But 
judging from the will of the late Har- 
vey G. Woodworth of Birmingham, 
Alabama, much more missionary work 
must be done. 


Mr. Woodworth very decently left 


$7,500,000 for educational purposes but 
the conditions he attached tend to spoil 
the entire project. 
He has provided 


that the money cannot be used in the 
endowment of any school within fifteen 
miles of a town, that foreign langu- 
ages, interscholastic athletics, frater- 
nities and even examinations shall be 
baVred, and that only native born 
whites of British ancestry may be 
helped. ' 


The last provision could easily he 


overlooked because it is not out of line 
or improper for a person to limit his 
aid either to those of his own original 
nationalistic stock or even those of his 
own religious belief. So long as the 
money is used to help someone who 
needs it what matter it whether the 
one be Celt or Teuton, Slav or Latin? 
But the other conditions make the en- 
dowment Hard of fulfilment and limit 
materially its otherwise fine scope. 


It is a difficult if not an impossible 


thing to run endowments, as it is to 
run a business, from the cemetery, or 
to color them with one's own/particular 
hobbies. Rather better is it to let the 
future generation which is to be helped 
pilot its own course by the standards 
and conditions prevailing at the'time. 


There is need for Mr. Rosenwald to 


continue his articles on how best to 
apply the millions turned over for the 
help of others. 


"CONTINUE THE MARCH" 


Men who think and dream are not 


fearful of the prevailing economic sit- 
uation. It is only those who are sat- 
isfied with what has already been ac- 
complished who look fearfully at the 
future. 


Every period of prosperity In this 


country has been due in large measure 
to the growth of industrial giants, such 
as the development of new types of 
transportation, new labor saving in- 
ventions and new forms of entertain- 
ment which in fact are classed as lux- 
uries. 


Further industrial progress will be

was laid out with all the simplicity

Dieu. 


The body is clad in the ioose biack 


coat and obsolete red breeches of a 
colonial general of. division, which 
was the rank Joffre held at the bat- 
tle of. the JIarne. On 19 pillows plac- 
ed about the simple camp bed are his 
other 4S decorations and honors. At 
each corner of tho bsd there stands 
an officer at attention.

store, hunting for the right thing, 
waiting for it to be delivered, re- 
packing it and shipping it so it might 
arrive at the .right time on the right 
day, 
meant something in time and 


effort and loving attention. All that 
is worth a thank xyou. 


The act of writing a letter 
.of 


thanks is a healthy one. It centers 
the mind of the child on the person 
who sent the gift; 
It makes him 


thoughtful about those 
who have 


been thoughtful for. him. It makes 
him conscious of the friendliness and 
affection that surround- him. That 
in itself is worth whilei Children 
are not conscious of those 
about 


them. They have no appreciation 
of the value of the love and atten- 
tions that-make, their lives joyful. It 
will help to make them appreciate 
their friends if they write a little 
note of thanks now and then. 


Of. course, it is a task. No child 


likes to write such a note. You htsve 
to Help. You have>-to suggest what 
is to be said if, you are asked to do 
so.

"Wall Street expects 
another bull 


market—sometime.' After the exper- 
ience of 1929 and 1930, even the bold- 
est of speculative optimists is hesi- 
tant in fixing the date for the up- 
ward movement in stocks. It seems 
to be generally agreed that recovery 
when it comes will be gradual, sub- 
ject to interruptions and lacking the 
spectacular features which marked 
the- security inflation that culminat- 
ed in the autumn of 1929. 


Meanwhile, however, there is ani- 


mated discussion as to the group 
or groups which will be the leaders 
•when the turn comes. For the mo- 
ment it is the motor stocks that 
are in the greatest favor. 
Partly 


that is because this is the begin- 
ning of the show season and, as 
spring approaches, expansion of mo- 
tor sales is the normal development. 
But that is not all. 


It is acknowledged that the au- 


tomobile shares have been thorough- 
ly liquidated. They were not prom- 
inent in the last stages of the spec- 
ulative mama a year ago and now, 
•with most of the •units in the in- 
dustry in the strongest of financial 
positions—sometimes 
with 
their 


shares selling in the open market 
for net assets, allowing: nothing for 
property values—and with the exe- 
cutive heads of the trade express- 
ing confidence in striking contract 
to the attitude of the railroad presi- 
dents, it is not surprising that trad- 
ers look with favor on motor stocks. 


Utilities Not Sought 


The situation with regard to" the 


utilities is auite different. The util- 
ities were scandalously overtoiled 
during the long market advance. 
They sold 20, 30, 50 and more times 
earnings per share. No price was too 
high to pay in those days; but now 
sentiment has gone to the other ex- 
treme and one can find few to rec- 
ommend the light and power stocks 
for the first place on the predicted 
recovery. This attitude is illogical 
insofar as it is a fact that no trade 
or industry has been so little af- 
fected that even at their present 
low prices the return at prevailing- 
dividend rates is low, the 
record 


shows that over a period of years 
this low return is compensated for 
by the value of rights to subscribe 
new capital. 


Opinion on the railroad outlook is 


much mixed. On the one hand it is 
hard to arouse enthusiasm for the 
rails in the face of continually de- 
creasing car loadings and falling 
gross and net income. On the other 
. side the agreement on a consolida- 
tion 1>Ia.n, for the eastern seaboarg is 
the most" constructive piece of news 
the street has had in months. 


Banks JLike Bails 


In the background is the threat of 


competition from 
other forms of 


transportation, a threat magnified by 


- the-iailroad heads in their own pub- 
lic statements and one which has 
seized upon the imagination of trad- 
ers. It is fan- to say that the bank- 
ing view is more favorable to rail- 
road stocks than is that of the pub- 
lic. 


Among the minor subdivisions the 


specialty food-stocks are in high fa- 
vor. In tfceir behalf it is said that 
low commodity prices mean larger 


* profits, enough to make up for lower 
-^bulk sales. The better grade of cop- 
|F,per stocks have many friends. 
In

is much skepticism as to the amuse- 
ment -shares, not on th» ground of 
unfavorable financial statements so 
much as because of the fireworks in 
some of these issues last year, which 
made an unpleasant impression. 


Majority sentiment is aginst the 


oils. 
The difficulties of over-pro- 


duction are so great as to discourage 
speculation in the stocks. Traders 
and oil authorities agree on this 
point. The only dissenters are the 
small outside investors who have 
been "taking the better grade of oil 
stocks out of the market for a long 
time. It is not impossible that the 
small investors are right and that 
the speculators and the oil leaders 
are -wrong. That has happened be- 
fore in market history.

been sent out?. This Is the week 
to send them. .Of course, if they 
went out the morning after Christ- 
mas, so much the better. But if one 
has been overlooked this is the time. 
It would be altogether'too bad to 
accept a kindness and send no 
of' thanks to the giver. 


No, telephone messages will not do 


for the children. When their grand- 
mother or aunt or uncle'went out to 
find the right gift for the child it 
cast a great effort. 
Going to the 


store, hunting for the right thing, 
waiting for it to be delivered, re- 
packing it and shipping it so it might 
arrive at the right time on the right 
day, 
meant something in time and 


effort and loving attention. All that 
is worth a thank vyou. 


The act of writing a letter of 


thanks is a .healthy one. It centers 
the mind of the child on the person 
who sent the, gift. 
It makes him 


thoughtful about those who have 
been thoughtful for, him. It makes 
him conscious of the friendliness and 
affection that surround1 him. That 
in itself is worth while! Children 
are not conscious of those about 
them. They have no appreciation 
of the value of the love and atten- 
tions that make.their lives joyful. It 
will help to make them appreciate 
their friends if they write a little 
note of thanks now and then. 


Of course, it is a task. No child 


likes to write such a note. You have 
to Help. You have* to suggest what 
is to be said if you are asked to do 
so. If your opinion is asked about 
the wording of a- sentence, you give 
it helpfully. You act as dictionary 
and book of etiquette and supervisor- 
general.

"Partly 
that is because this is the begin- 
ning of the show season and, as 
spring approaches, expansion of mo- 
tor sales is the normal development. 
But that is not all. 


It is acknowledged that the au- 


tomobile shares have been thorough- 
ly liquidated. They were not prom- 
inent in the last stages of the spec- 
•ulative mania a year ago and now, 
with most of the 'units in the in- 
dustry in the strongest of financial 
positions—sometimes 
with 
their 


shares selling in the open market 
for net assets, allowing nothing for 
property values—and with the exe- 
cutive heads of the trade express- 
ing confidence in striking contract 
to the attitude of the railroad presi- 
dents, it is not surprising that trad- 
ers look with favor on motor stocks. 


Utilities Not Sought 


The situation with regard to" the 


utilities is quite different. The util- 
ities were scandalously 
overbulled 


during the long- market 
advance. 


They sold 20, 30, 50 and more times 
earnings per shaie. Ko price was too 
high to pay in those days; but now 
sentiment has gone to the other ex- 
treme and one can find few to rec- 
ommend the light and power stocks 
for the first place on the predicted 
recovery. This attitude is illogical 
insofar as it is a fact that no trade 
or industry has been so little af- 
fected that even at their present 
low prices the return at prevailing 
dividend rates is low, the

It is fair to say that the bank- 
ing view is more favorable to rail- 
road stocks than is that of the pub- 
lic.

There 
is much skepticism as to the amuse- 
ment -shares, not on the ground of 
unfavorable financial statements so 
much as because of the fireworks in 
some of these issues last year, which 
mads an unpleasant impression.

It is not impossible that the 
small investors are light and that 
the speculators and, the oil leaders 
are wrong. That has happened be- 
fore in market history.

When his wife Xantippe deluged 
him with a bucket of water he 
smiled and said after the thunder 
ram almost always follows. Neither 
did Socrates say that Xantippe was 
to be regarded as a representative 
or typical woman. 


Eunpides, on the other hand, ^as 


not married to a Xantippe. He had 
no reason 
to regard 
all women 


scornfully. Yet hs seems to 
have 


been the author of the theory that 
woman's place is in the home. 


If Euripides had had his way we 


women never woula have been en- 
francised politically. 
He was not 


what one might call broad-mmQed. 
According to his way of thinking, 
women were useful oply for domes- 
tic purposes—or should be. 
Out- 


side the home—or abroad—we wo- 
men were "good for nothing." 


Euripides was the author of a few 


tragedies, for which the 
ancient 


Greeks had a genius. It may be 
lhat he looked at v, omen "through 
clouded spectacles. 


"Women couldn't have been as use- 


less outside their homes as he tried 
to make them appear. Moreover a 
brilliant tragedian -w ouldn't say any- 
thing so silly today. 


If he did it would be a tragedy!

NEEDED FOR CHEAP 


DAIRY PRODUCTION 


Testing, Use of Good Sires, 


Raising of Alfalfa Recom- 
mended 


BY W. F. WJNSEY 


According to progressive, prosper- 


ous farmers, three farm activities in 
addition to the usual ones promote 
economical daii-y production. The 
first is testing cows for milk and 
butterfat production. The second 
Is the use of herd sires whose dams 
have made satisfactory production 
records. The third is the raising of 
alfalfa for hay and sweet clover for 
pasture. 


It is possible for each farmer who 


belongs to a cow testing association 
to cull several cows from his herd 
and make more money with those 
that prove their value than is pos- 
sible with the entire herd. Although 
he may weigh the milk no farmer 
can. pick out his best cow or grade 
his cows according to butterfat pro- 
duction without the aid of a cow 
tester and the equipment the cow 
tester uses. This Inability of farm- 
ers and cattle experts has been re- 
peatedly proven at judging contests 
at county fairs where nine out of 
ten judges graded 200 pound cows 
above 300 or 400 pound cows. 
The 


Babcock test used by cow testers is 
the only reliable judge of the value 
of a dairy cow. Other judges appear 
wise, make an intensive study of 
cows, guess, and fail as often 
as 


they succeed. As a basis for culling 
boarder co-ns the cheese factory and 
condensary test is worthless as it 
is a composite test and has only 
a remote relation to the individual 
cow of a herd. The cow tester is 
the only reliable judge of the pro- 
duction of dairy cows and of the 
cows to serve as the foundation of 
the improved herd of the future. 


At the present time a number of 


farmers who found through testing 
that they have 300 and 400, pound 
cows in their herds are using herd 
sires whose dams have only 200 
pound records or less. Such sires 
invariably reduce the production of 
their daughters to points below 
those reached by the dams. With 
such, sires at the head of his herd, 
no farmer can advance along the 
line of economical dairy production. 
As soon as a demand for sires from 
dams of satisfactory production rec- 
ords becomes persistent, the breed- 
ers of pure bred cattle will begin 
testing their cows and will be eager 
to furnish the class of sires that can 
raise the present standards of dairy- 
ing, and for that reason are wanted. 


No fanner can advance far along 


the line of economical milk produc 
tion as long as he presists in feed 
ing timothy hay, June grass, or 
marsh hay and pasturing his cows 
on those kinds of feeds. Cow testers 
are continually advising the farmers 
whom they serve to change from 
timothy to alfalfa and sweet clover 
and if they fail to get a stand of alf- 
alfa to turn to soybeans 
in the 


spring which are a sure crop and 
the equal of alfalfa for hay. 


As the prices of milk axe not pay-

The present low producers' 
price of milk and the war prices that 
consumers are paying for bottled 
milk, canned milk and cheese is a 
strong Inducement for farmers ev- 
erywhere to take a hand in price-fix- 
ing on dairy products, according to 
the charter members of the Black 
Creek Cooperative Dairy Company. 


The plant soon to be taken over by 


the new cooperative is in operation 
but it will be soon doing business un- 
der the new management. The com- 
mittee in charge of the membership 
drive is announcing that any farm- 
ers who have money coming to them 
from the old organization would do 
well to sign the new membership 
contracts before Feb. 1. If they fail 
to sign up before that date they will 
be left outside of charted member- 
ship advantages. 


It is expected that the new coop 


erative will get financial assistance 
from the federal farm board through 
the_ National Cheese Producers' Fed 
eration. 


In the near future a permanent 


board of directors of the new insti 
tution will be elected and a constitu- 
tion and bylaws will be adopted. The 
membership drive committee con- 
sists of O. F. Rohm, George Uhlen- 
bruck and Richard Wickesberg.
